1 46. (original) The method according to claim 45, further comprising 

2 administration of the anticholinergic quaternary amine (ACQA) compound as a 

3 formulation in conjunction with an excipient, base or support material, wherein the 

4 concentration of the anticholinergic quaternary amine compound in the formulation is in 

5 an amount of from about 0.0001 % to about 20% w/w. 

1 47. (original) The method according to claim 46, wherein the 

2 concentration of the anticholinergic quaternary amine compound in the formulation is in 

3 an amount of from about 0.001 % to about 1 0% w/w. 
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1 48. (original) The method according to claim 47, wherein the 

2 concentration of the anticholinergic quaternary amine compound in the formulation is in 

3 an amount of from about 0.05% to about 5% w/w. 

1 49. (original) The method according to claim 46, wherein the 

2 anticholinergic quaternary amine compound comprises glycopyrrolate. 
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
